. Off Willets Point, the vessel was in serious danger. 


On passing through Hell Gate, the gale increased 
in force and 


about a quarter of a mile from the Sylph, a tug towinj, a three-mast-' 
ed schooner went down. 


It could not be ascertained, however, whether all the crew were 


saved, owing to the intensity of the storm, which forced all the eas- 
sengers on the Sylph below decks. 


In passing up tho East River, the Sylph was hailed by the naval 


tug Powhattan, Lieutenant-Commander Poundstone, who told Lieuten 
ant Preston that it would be impossible and foolhardy to sttempt to 
follow out the President's plan of continuing to Ellis Island. 


After a consultation with Admiral Rodgers, the President decided 


to go to Ellis Island and he started for there shortly after 2-o'clock. 
At that hour tha storm had abted considerably. 


The Sylph arrived at Ellis Island about 2:25. At that time it was 


so rough that a landing could not be made.

STORIES OF ANIMALS. 


Tears ago the world of science was 
deeply interested by the announcement 
that the carcass of a big extinct elephant 
had been discovered frozen in an iceberg 
at the moutb of the River Lena, In Si- 
beria. The elephant in Question was the 
mammoth. The body was perfectly pre- 
served. 
The 
skin 
was 
covered 
with the coarse, shaggy, reddish hair 
proper to the species. 
The eyes were 
also left so uninjured by the long spell 
of icebound existence that sections of 
them were made. The internal structure 
was also in a fair state of preservation, 
while the skeleton was naturally least 
affected ot all the parts. 
This skeleton 
was duly conveyed to tho St. Petersburg, 
museum, where it can be seen to-day. 
Now a second specimen has been added 
to tho museum In Husflla. It was found 
on tho bank of the Beresowka river, a 
tributary of the Kolyma In the Irkutsk 
rilstrict. Tho borly was partly preserved 
in ice, while some of its investment con- 
sisted of frozen gravel and sand. 
"When 
dug out Ihe fore limbs were found to be 
widely extended anrl to exhibit what may 
ho called a sprawling attitude. The hind 
limbs were bent below the body. 
This 
attitude indicated that the mammoth had 
slipped forward ;is if it had slid into a 
pit or cavity. The ice around is describ- 
ed as having been snow ice, so that the 
idea Is feasible enough that tho creature 
practically t'eil Into a glacier-cavity ns 
Into a natural trap. Its mouth contained 
grass, showing that deatli overtook it 
suddenly durlnc Its feeding ttime. 
The 
Interior of its cheat was found to be filled 
with a huge bloort clot, tthe result of the 
rupture of the heart or some of Its ad- 
taccnt vessels. 
It was thus clearly .1 
violent death which ended the mammoth's 
span of existence and the rupture was 
no dount the rosiill of the shock experi- 
enced by the fall into the crevasse. 


A remarkable beaver dam p*ists near 
Stroudsburg, Fa. It was discovered about 
two years a&o. beavers having been sup- 
posed for yc.'irs to be extinct in the East- 
ern States. Now a special law has been 
passed by the Pennsylvania Legislature 
to protect the Stroudsburg beavers. The 
dnm Is located hi a swamp which for 
many years had been drained of its sur- 
face water, except In a few spots. 
Not- 
ing that most of tho swamp was under 
water, although but lltlle rainfall h;u1 
occurred, tl'.e curiosity of a neighboring 
farmer was arouted amd he made an in- 
vestigation which led to the discovery. 
The dam had been constructed around 
the northern eflge of the swamp, extend- 
ing In a zigzag course, evidently to avoid 
obstruction and lo increase its strength. 
It is about 125 feet in length and the 
top is wide enough for a man to walk 
upon without difficulty, ranging from a 
foot to two feet in width. Further inves- 
tigation in the vicinity showed that the 
animals had felled a number of trees 
near the dam to use in Its construction. 
The largest pieces yet found in it are 
eight Inches In diameter by actual meas- 
urement. 
The principal material used, 
besides branches and twigs, was mud, 
which had been deftly worked Into it so 
solidly that a man weighing 235 pounds 
has walked upon the top without affect- 
ing It. The wood which has been used 
includes beech, white ash and oak. 
In 
cutting the trees the animals worked in 
a circle around the trunk, mailing deeper, 
indentations on the side toward the dam 
so that the trees would fall into the water 
In the proper direction. 


Statistics of the longevity of animals 
may not be very accurate, but they are 
Interesting reading. Among the larger 
species of cattle there Is some approach 
to uniformity. 
Thus for the horse and 
donkey the extreme limit Is about 35 years 
and for horned catlle about 30. For the 
Hog it Is given at 25, while sheep, goats, 
nigs and cats arc; grouped at 15. Among 
birds the disparities in length of life are 
very remarkable. 
While a goose may 


live to be 30 years of age, a sparrow 25 
and a crow 100. 
The palm for longevi- 
ty is divided between the elephant and 
the parrot, which both often pass the cen- 
tury. The swan and tho eagle are also 
very long-lived.

night decided to abandon further at- 
tempts to force the Truste-es into grant - 
Ing . amount of money asked for 
the 
maintenance of the schools. 
It was the 
opinion of Attorney Waste that r.ny stops 
taken by way of mandate to compel the 
Trustees to grant the levy of 30 cents 
Bhould havs been taken prior to Monday. 
September 7. 
Mr. Waste stated that the charter of 
the town of Berkeley provides that tho 
Board of Trustees shall sit as a Board 
of Equalization 
commencing; tl e second 
month of August of each year ;md shall 
continue in session from day t-j day of 
each year provided they shall nit sit as 
such a board later than the fust Mon- 
day in September following, and that on 
that last day they shall fix tht- rate of 
taxation. 
This provision is, he held. 
mandatory under the decision of the Su- 
preme Court, and a ievy rr.ade after that 
would bs invalid. 
He made It apparent 
that If the writ of mandate were issued. 
It could not be enforced and wou'.d there- 
fore be Invalid. 
AB a case in point. Waste cite,'! a sim- 
ilar Incident that had arisen in S m Diego 
111 IMu. Upon the refusal of the Board of 
Trustees of that city to allow £. portion 
of the taxes for the schools the Board of 
Education applied to the Supreme Oo'.u t 
for a writ of mandate, which was denied . 
principally because there was a provision 
In tho charter that the oouneii should, 
on or before the second Monday In May, 
levy the taxes and that a levy inade af- 
ter tfiat time would he Invalid. 
Assemblyman WaMe

further s< rvlces. hut the Board dceideJ 
to K'vo up the fight. 
"It look..- as though the Po.lr.l <if Trrs- 
tees, who claim they are on rha verge cf 
a f.naiiciai crisis." said Presi'.U- .1 Ai'en. 
"think more of the police and tin- dapar1.- 
ifient than of the schools." 
"But the truth of the matter is. gen- 
tleman." said Director Schmidt. ' that the.
